There comes fiom over the Atlantic 


some dispatches which announce that 8 
large meeting was hold in London only 
a few days ago, for tho purpose of organ- 
izing a society which shall have for its ob- 
ioct the purchase ot vast tracks of land in 
England for tho benefit of small farmers 
There was one encouraging feature con- 
nected with the movement of last week. 
The meeting was attended by a very 
,arge number of influential- land-owners- 
The land reform seems to have their 
support, and unless some strange things 
lappen, the movement will be successfal. 


It is well known that the land in Eng- 


and is owned by a comparatively small 
number of persons. 
That system of 


and-ownership has been in existence in 
bat country from time immemorial. It 
las proved a bad system for th£ common 
ieople, as it would in this country were 
t adopted, because when the great

people have

get any, they soon lose their affec- 
tion for tho land ot their birth and as 
many as can go elsewhere. 


The r]an proposed is to buy some of

surrounded by a plat ot land ot only 
f jnr or five acres. The law providing for 
the stato school require that notless than 
forty acres must be secured for the pur- 
poses of tho school. Mr. Oppen informed 
the board that there was a purchasable 
plat ot about twonty-five acres of good 
land adjoining the Orphans' home, which 
the city ot Green Bay would secure acd 
donate to the state'in case that city 
should be favorer! with tho state school. 


Tho Journal says that tho board will 


be precluded from accepting this offer 
unless it would be able to secure ten ad- 
ditional acres for the sum of 83,000, GI 
the law expressly provides that the school 
must have not lees than forty acres ot 
land, and not to exceed £3,000 of the S30,- 
000 appropriated can-be eipended in tho 
purchase of land.

urplus. In tho ovent of war, we should

source foi lower prices; for depression in 
he home trade and the interference ot 
hostilities witn somo of the foreign mar- 
jets would tend lo lower the prices of 
Jritish muunfaoturee, and the surplus o; 
foods would naturally seek a market so 
arge and so well able to buy as that of 
ho.United States. Hare would be an 
undeniable advantage to our consumer 
at large; not however without some dis- 
advantage to onr manufacturers, who 
would nave to meet tho reduction in the 
irices of competing foreign products.
